What we have to dois 
to get the franchise question settled as 
quickly as possible without the importa 
of extraneous matter. . 

Ik, as the government is understood to 
desire, both parties can take a new depart- 
ure, there can be no obstacle to an amicable 
solution.“

The Pretoria Volksteim, the official organ 
of the Transvaal government, declares that 
the Transvaal Executive ought to give Great 
Britain at the most forty-eight hours to re- 
ply to the Transvaal's demand that no fur- 
ther troops be landed, pending the receipt 
of the British proposals. 

The Cape Town correspondent of the Daily 
News says: The Boers have begun loot- 
ing on the western border of the Transvaal. 
A house at Lichtenburg, belonging to a 
British subject, was looted in his absence, 
everything portable being carried off.” 

A dispatch to the Daily Mail from Pieter- 
maritzburg, Natal, says that the colored 
muleteers at Ladysmith mutinied and de- 
clined to go to the front with the artillery.

NEW STORY ON TSAR’S’ DEATH. 


Marquis of Dufferin and Ava Writes of 
the ‘Killing of Alexander H., 
Liberator of Serfs of Russia. 


The Marquis of Dufferin and Ava, who was 
British Ambassador at the Russian court in 
St. Petersburg when the Tsar Alexander IL, 
on March 13. 1881, met a tragic death at the 
hands of the Nihilists, has written for the 
Youths’ Companion interesting reminis- 
cences of that ruler. The British diplomat, 
who was held in high favor by the fearicas 
but gentle Tsar, tells in his article of the 
crime by which the man who had emanci- 
pated the serfs of Russia fell. He writes in 
part as follows: 

Unlike his father, Nicholas, who was a 

stern and mesterful ruler, the Tsar 
Alexander II. possessed a gentle and tender- 
hearted disposition, and to him is due the 
most beneficent act ever performed by a 
Russian sovereign, the emancipation of the 
Serfs. Yet six attempts were made upon 
his life, of which the last proved fatal. The 
first took place in 1366 at St. Petersburg; 
the second in Paris, when his Majesty was 
on a visit to Napoleon III. The others oc- 
curred during my residence at the court of 
Russia as her Majesty's Ambassador. 

After describing the sinister events that 
grew out of the spread of nihilism, the 
Marquis refers to the fact that the Emperor 
still continued to walk about unguarded and 
unattended, except by a single aid-de-camp, 
but after the attack made on him while re- 
turning from the Winter Palace, he exer- 

greater care. 

The writer tells of visiting the Emperor 
just after a socond attack, and continues: 

“The next attentat was of e different 
nature.- The Emperor was on his way back 
from Livadia, his summer residence, to St. 
Petersburg. The imperial party was al- 
ways conveyed in two separate trains, the 
one containing the Tsar'and his suite, the 
other the baggage and some servants. Asa 
rule the imperial train preceded that con- 
taining the baggage, but on this occasion 
latter was in advance. 


evening, Dec. 
1. 1879, this train was passing through the 
suburbs of Moscow into the station, when a 


Slantwise across the rails.” 
The Emperor escaped un d. In Feb- 
ruary, 1880, the Winter Palace at St. Peters- 


burg was blown up to destroy the Emperor, 
but to no avail, though many servants were 
killed. Further the writer says: 

“I now conte to the cogcluding chapter of 
this long-drawn-out tragedy. 


** Every Sunday the Emperor held a parade 


of the garrison of St. Petersburg in an enor- 
mous riding school in which 4,000 or 5,000 
men were able to maneuver. The Ambas- 
sadors were in the habit of attending upon 
these occasions, mounted and in uniform, as 
it gave them an opportunity of conversing 
with his Majesty and the chief military au- 


thorities. After the component parts of the 


garrison had marched past, the show used to 
terminate by displays of skill and and agility 
on the part of some Cossack horsemen. 

“On Sunday, the 13th of March, 1881, the 
Emperor had held one of these usual 
parades, at which I happened to be present. 
As he passed out of the gateway he ad- 
dressed a few words to me, after which I 
turned down the street leading to my own 
embassy, which was situated at no great 
distance. 


I had scarcely reached my door or taken 
my foot out of the stirrup when I heard a 
tremendous explosion, followed in a few sec- 
onds by another, and, guessing that it could 
mean but one thing, I hurried off to the Win- 
ter Palace, where I arrived just as the dead 
bedy of the Emperor was being brought in. 
...* Immediately on leaving the riding school 
he had got into his brougham. He was 
being driven along the Catherine Canal 
when a bomb was exploded immediately be- 
neath the carriage. Splinters of the bomb 
or of the floor of the carriage must have 
slightly wounded the Emperor's lower limbs, 
for there were traces of blood on the seat. 


But the Emperor himself seems to have 


been unconscious of the injury, for, ordering 
the coachman to stop, he got out and walked 
toward the assassin, who, after vainly en- 
dea voring to defend himself with a revolver, 


At this juncture his Majesty had been 
joined by the head of the police, Colonel 
Dvorketsky, who was following in a sleigh. 
Closely scanning the prisoner, the Tsar said 
to this officer: Voll un joli moniseur’ 
(This is a nice gentleman). An instant after- 
ward another person standing in the little 
crowd which had now collected, flung 
another bomb at the Emperor, killing him 
instantly. . Thus perished in the prime 
of his life, by one of the most stupid and 
useless crimes ever recorded in history, the 
liberator of the serfs of Russia.

Profit from Changing Rails. 

Some of the larger railroads, among them 
the Wabash and the Santa Fé, recently have 
replaced old rails with new ones of a much 
greater weight and at an actual profit. This 
was due to the great increase in the price of 
rails.

The drama of the Town of Pullman” 
has proved to be a tragedy, and the final 
scene so frustrates the motives of the lead- 
ing actor that its bitter irony is only relieved 
by its stern lesson. 

It was Mr. Pullman's cherished aim that 
the industrial suburb bearing his name 
should not only be a model in its utilitarian 
organization—as to water, gas, and heat 
supply—but particularly that it should be 
embellished with flowers, parks, play- 
grounds, and other marks of beauty. Ac- 
cording to the account of a contemporary, 
however, these distinguishing features are 
now being sacrificed by the company itself, 
to which they were confidently committed, 
and the autocratic character of this social 
experiment—which at one time seemed to be 
its strength—is proving the condition 
through which its disti 
being sacrificed. 

The court having directed the Pullman 
Car company to divest itself of the man- 
agement of this town—as involving a func- 
tion beyond its corporate powers—the com- 
pany appears, as a part of its obedience to 
this direction, to be permitting the disman- 
tling of the town.

This is all merely late testimony to the 
fact that the feudal principle is delusive. 
The man who dissociates his ambitions, 
however lofty, from the codperation of his 
fellows, and says, This shall be exclusive- 
ly my own, my achievement, and my monu- 
ment,” has failed to take advantage of the 
great conserver and guaranty of his own 
success—namely: 
effort. Our experiments toward higher con- 
ditions may well have a more democratic 
faith and practice than that which underlay 
the Pullman venture. Park areas and 
streets intended for the common use are, 
after all, safer in the hands of the public 
than in private hands, and joint efforts to 
ward social progress, though often more 
awkward and stumbling than those man- 
aged by a dictator, may enlist deeper forces 
and evoke higher social capacities. 

No exultation belongs to the saying of 
this. Far from it. Mr. Pullman was not 
only a man of fine character, whose enter- 
prise has contributed immeasurably to the 
comfort of the traveling public, but a man of 
earnest and unselfish purposes, whose ex- 
‘periments had that vigor and _ boldness 
which insured didactic value to his failures 
as well as to his successes. We have learned 
from his experience, however, that the 

autocratic principle, applied to the man- 
agement of an industria] town, may sud- 
denly fail and leave that town without re- 
sources for the protection of its most 
precious possessions. — | 


It is reported, and gener- 
ally credited abroad. that 
Rahman Khän. 
Amir of Afghanistan, died 
recently. He is the son of | 
Azul Khän and grandson of Dost Muham- 
med Khän, who made considerable stir in his 
day. He was recognized as Amir by the 
British government in 1880, following upon 
the massacre which was precipitated by his 
perdecessor, YAakub Khän, and induced for a

With Russia con- 
trolling the central Asian States to the north 
and Great Britain dominating Baluchistan 
on the south and India on the east, Afghan- 
istan must always be a danger spot, 
especially if under the sovereignty of a ruler 
who should play into the hands of either 
of those powers. The news of Abdur Rah- 
män Kh&n’s death, however may be prema- 
ture.

UVENILE COURT. . 

Another correspondent, commending the 
utterances of Tum Trisune concerning 
adult complicity in juvenile crime, calls at- 
tention to the fact that certain lawyers fre- 
quent the juvenile courtroom and solicit 
cases from parents or friends of young pris- 
oners in order to exact fees from them. It 
seems to be true that there are two or three 
lawyers who make a practice of hanging 
about the courtroom for the purpose of in- 
ducing persons to engage their services. 

A prisoner has, of course, a right to be 
heard through counsel if he chooses that 
method; but the circumstances under which 
cases are conducted in the juvenile court 
seem to render the services of a lawyer not 
only unnecessary but often a positive disad- 
vantage. It would seem that the sympa- 
thies of the Judge and the probation officers 
might be trusted to be sufficiently on the 
side of the prisoner, and they, with their ex- 
perience, would be safer protectors than 
such a lawyer as would be likely to have the 
case and who would approach it from the 
mercenary standpoint.

He does much the 
same thing when he buys a bond redeem- 
able at the option of the government. The 
man who takes out the policy hopes the 
date of payment under it will be exceed- 
ingly remote, though that condemns him 
to pay many premiums.

This was the begin- 
ning of a series of successes which made 
Newberry immensely rich, and McMillan 
too, for the matter of that, for everything 
they touched turned into money. It was a 
clear case of Midas come agaln. 


Kept His Money in Detroit. 
Unlike many other man, McMillan did not 
invest his accumulations in government 
bonds or securities of that character. He 
kept all his money in Detroit, and as fast 
as he made one big sum of money he turned 
it into another enterprise. He would put in 


‘all the money he could get and then he would 


go out and borrow more. And it soon came 
to be understood in Detroit that McMillan 
was not only an exceedingly safe, prudent 
business-man, but his ventures were always 
successful. 

Out of the little shop whére he and New- 
berry built the railroad cars came the great 
Michigan Car company, which was after- 
wards consolidated with the Peninsular Car 
company. This holding of itself was suffi- 
cient to make a dozen men millionaires over 
and over again. But McMillan kept on 
on. He bought iron mines in the Upper 
Peninsula, timber lands, navigation compa- 
nies, steam railroads, real estate, and all. 
that sort of thing, until today he is inter- 
ested more heavily than any other half dozen 
men in Detroit enterprises. 4

a railroad between Marquette and Mack- 
inaw, afterwards extending it to Duluth 
and to the Soo.“ Then they built the In- 
ternational bridge at the Soo,“ naming the 
road to Duluth the South Shore.”

CAREER IN THE SENATE. | 
Holds Important Place as Chairman of Dis- 
trict of Columbia Committee—Vaiuable 
Work for Lake Marine and the United 
States Navy. | 
When Mr. McMillan went to W 
as a Senator he was given the chairmanship 


of the Committee on Manufactures and was 
made a member of the Committees on Na- 


val Affairs, Agriculture, and the District 


of Columbia, The chairmanship tn question 
didn’t amount to much. After a time Sena- 
tor Inglis left the Senate and the committees 
were reorganized. McMillan got better 
places all the time and in the last shake-up 
was made chairman of the Committee on 
District of Columbia and a member of the 
Committees on Commerce, Naval Affairs, 
and corporations organized in the District 


The Committee on District of Columbia 
is one of the most important in the United 
States Senate. There is no local government 
in Washington, the affairs of the District 
being managed by three commissioners ap- 


‘pointed by the President, who, in conjunc- 


tion with the chairmen of the Committees on 
District of Columbia in the House and Sen- 
ate, make the government for the District. 
They control the police and fire department, 
all local improvements, the granting or ex- 
tension of franchises, all quasi-public corpo- 
rations, and everything of that character. 
They are the Mayof, the Controller, the 
Board of Public rks, the heads of the 
police and fife departments, the sanitary de- 
partment, the Common Council, and every- 
thing else pertaining to a big city, all the 


more important by reason of its being the 


home of the national government. 


Importance of the Position. 

There can be no public improvements in 
Washington without the sanction of these 
five men; there can be no particular change 
in any of. the branches of the city govern- 


ment unless they agree to it. Their power 


is great and widespread. The most impor 
tant factor of the whole bunch is the chair- 
man of the Senate Committee on District of 
Columbia, and that happens to be the senior 
Senator from Michigan. 

The District of Columbia once tried the 
experiment of a local Legislature, elected 
by the people. It did not last long, however, 
and proved a flat failure. The chances are 
there will never be a repetition of a local 
Legislature in the District of Columbia. 

Senator McMillan’s intimate acquaintance 
with lake navigation has stood him in good 
hand as a member of the Committee on 
Commerce. He has for many years been 


the President of the Detroit and Cleveland 


Steam Navigation company, a corporation 
of a capital of $1,500,000, operating both 
between Detroit and Cleveland and be- 
tween Detroit and Mackinaw. He knew, 
too, the needs of the interests of the big 
lakes, having devoted a great deal of time 


to their study, 7 | 
Aid to Lale Marine and Navy. 


He acquainted himself thoroughly with 
conditions respecting lighthouses, life- 
saving stations, and all that sort of thing. 
He had been in the navigation business for 
a good many years, and gave to the people 
of the country the benefit of his great store 
of practical knowledge. His services on this 
important committee hardly could be over- 
estimated. He has been of great value in 
improving the lighthouses and the Me- 
saving service. 

Up to 1898 the Committee on Naval Affairs 
had but little to do. Its meetings were in- 
frequent, and none of the committeemen 
worked hard. The committeemen realized, 
when the Cuban war broke out, the enormity 
of the job before it. McMillan, however, 
nothing abashed or terrified, went to work 
with the same vigor he has always shown 
iu public matters, and did his best to build 
up the navy of the United States. In this, 
as in every other phase of his life, he 
achieved success. His personal services 
have been beneficial, especially to the peo- 
ple of the northern lake regions. The splen- 
did condition of the American navy is large- 
ly due to Senator McMillan’s untiring er- 
forts. 

Senator McMillan fs a worker, 
and employs the same methods in business 
pertaining to his official duties that he 1 
in private pursuits. He works rapidly, dis- 
posing of questions of great moment with 
dispatch and ease. As might be expected, 
his correspondence is large. He has a rule 
to acknowledge every letter written to him. 
It is said that he peruses every letter di- 
rected to him, and that he dictates his re- 
plies in person; then he looks over the an- 
swers to the letters before he signs them. 
He employs a good many stenographers 
and private secretaries, but he looks after 
his correspondence in person. 

Leader in the Senate. 

He is one of the most influential men in 
the Senate of the United States. In mat- 
ters pertaining to the District of Colum- 
bia he is paramount to anybody and every- 
body. President McKinley took good care 
of Senator McMillan’s recommendations as 
respects the distribution of federal patron- 
age in the State of Michigan. Senator Bur- 
rows, to be sure, got a little in the way 
of bits of patronage for his friends, but 
McMillan got all the big offices. Ex-Gov- 
ernor John T. Rich, a McMillan man through 
and through, was made Collector of the Port 
of Detroit; William R. Bates—one of the 
leading Republicans of the State, promi- 
nent in the machinery of the Republican 
party of Michigan, and for a long time 
Senator McMillan’s private secretary—was 
appointed to the United States Marshal- 
ship for the Eastern District of Michigan.

Opens Houge for Caucuges. 


For a good many years it was the custom 


of the Senators to hold their party caucuses 
in the Senate Chamber in the Capito] Build- 
ing. These meetings always leaked in some 
unaccountable way or other. The financial 
legislation came along in due course of 
time, and in view of its importance the Re- 
publicans determined to use every means in 
their power to keep the party decree and 
th debates out of print.

Senator McMillan always has been an ar- 
dent Republican and an active party man. 
He has not been satisfied with simply voting 
the Republican ticket from time to time, 
but has bent his energies toward achieving 
party success. Those not conversant with 
the facts might easily imagine that, owing 
to the Senator’s great wealth and his diversi- 
fied business interests, he was unfamiliar 
with the party machinery of the State of 
Michigan.
